he receives it doubtfully or w ith a 
closed m ind. 
“ Yet he will not th in k th a t a sug­ 
gestion of th e possibility of a tta in ­ 
ing a m easure of perfection in his 
chosen vocation in life is anything 
b u t a wise an d wholesome sugges­ 
tion th a t will m inister to his su c­ 
cess a n d advancem ent. 
“T h e artist, be lie painter, sculp­ 
tor, or arch itect, tile m echanic wi­ 
th e shopm an, or indeed every m an 
w ho pursues a business or profes­ 
sional career, looks forward to such 
a m astery of 
details as 
well us of 
broad principles th a t will m ark him 
as one w ho h as attain ed practical 
perfection 
in 
ilia chosen 
calling. 


F rom the st m et cleaner to the m an 
of highest professional a tta in m e n ts 
he w ho m akes perfection his goal is 
th e one who m erits our praise and 
our recognition. 
And no one is so 
m ean as to suggest th a t

m ade a m istake in m aking p a in sta k ­ 
ing effort to achieve his goal. 
God Sets Goal 
“So it. strikes one as a stran g e a t­ 
titu d e for any one 
who sincerely 
professes to bt1 a C hristian should

: w hich we speak of as perfection. 
I T his goal is set by A lm ighty God 
i an d is reiterated by Jesus C hrist, his

Basque captors at Bilboa re­ 
fused in Valencia stated the Spanish 
socialist government also decided to 
turn down the proposal. 
Efforts to prevent further foreign 
intervention in the Spanish civil war 
long have been delayed, and there 
appeared little hope of early .success 
of the Anglo-French drive to block 
influx to Spain of foreign volunteers 
and munitions.

Shrubs Wi t h Attrac­ 
tive Flowers Help 
Make Hp for Lack 
Of Space.

There is no more distinctive ever­ 
green than the Meyer juniper i Juni- 
porus squamata meveri), 
It is an 


upright, branched plant of irregular 
habit attaining a height of three to 
four feet. The foliage is dense and 
of a deep. glaucous blue, not the 
dull, sickly color of many blue ever­ 
greens. but a live, shining color that 
is decidedly pleasing.
